FREMONT, N. H.

The Superintending School Committee of Fremont, for 1860-61, 
submit the following RerorT: | 


The condition of the schools has improved within a few years.— 
‘Teachers have made an advance in literary culture and ability to 
teach, which is evident in our schools by the higher standard of schol- 
arship and a more thorough knowledge of studies pursued. ‘There 
are y rat however, which is to be regretted and ought to be rem- 
edied. 


The wages paid should command good teachers and secure success- 
ful schools. In afew instances the pay has been better than the 
“ school.” We have given more than we have received. Teachers 
should be well paid, still their services ought to be worth the money. 
Cheap teachers are never to be recommended. They are the “ dear- 
est in the end.” A bad example cannot be wholly erased, and it takes 
a long time for the best of teachers to undo a wrong beginning, to cor- 
recta faulty pronunciation for instance, when it would have been just 
as easy to commence right had teachers only possessed the ‘ know 
how.” 3 | ‘ 

We give below an account of each school separately. We may not 
have judged aright, and if not very generéus we have tried to be just. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Conimittee, SHzerBuRN SANBORN. The Summer 
School was taught by Lydia A. Knowles. Continued 131 weeks.— 
Wages per month, $15.32, including board. Whole number schel- 
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ars, 28. Average attendance, 23. Instances of tardiness, 14. Dis- 
missals, 25. Not absent one-half day, 2. Number of days non- 
attendance, 360. Visits by citizens and others, 31. Pupils made 
Reading a study, 24. Spelling, 24. cu Se 5 16. Arithmetic, 19. 
Grammar, 5. Geography, 14. History, 4 


This wasa pleasant, orderly school. The progress of pupils as 
shown at the examination was good. Miss K.-was an energetic, thor- 
ough teacher; ruling with ease and dignity. 

‘Winter. Term. SAMUEL HARRIMAN, ‘Teacher. Length of 
school, 8 1-5 weeks. Wages per month, $25.00, including ‘board.— 
Whole number scholars, 28. Average attendance, 22. Instances of 
‘Tardiness, 40. Dismissals, 72. Wo. ‘days non-attendance, 261. YVis- 
its by citizens and others, 16. No. pupils made Reading a study, 28. 
Spelling, 28. Penmanship, 18. Arithmetic, 22. Algebra, 2. Gram- 
mar, 7. Geography, 14. Composition, 3. History, 5. Tatin Gram- 
mar, 1, (out of school hours.) 

Here was found one of the “old records,” whieh with age wears 
“bright and keen.” Mr. H. is an enthusiastic and competent instruc- 
tor. The classes in reading were excellent; those in Arithmetic, Alge- 
bra and History, deserve more than a passing notice. The Declama- 
tions and Compositions were an unexpected treat. The examination was 
conducted without the aid of baoks, showing that with the teacher, at 
least, the idea ‘had exploded, that the work to be done in the school - 
room is like a machine which “ goes by a crank,” and any dunce can ~ 
turn it. 

There are several fine scholars in this District; acreditto the town’ 
and themselves. By perseverance and ‘hard study they may yet make 
a mark in the world, for they have the right kind of “ raw material” to 
work upon, if the thought does not get hold of them that they have 
“finished their education” when in fact it is but just commenced. 

“ To the Dist. (Mr. H. in his remarks, says:) permit me to say, 
that they owe it to their children to provide a schoolhouse more in | 
keeping with the improved architecture of this enlightened age. Let — 
it be adapted to the comfort, convenience, and health of its inmates ; : 
let there not be wanting the adornings of excellency and taste, that 
the associations of the place may inspire to love of the beautiful and 
good. In fine, let it bea fit temple for the indwelling of knowledge, 
purity, and arace, of every virtue that beautifies and invigorates hu- 
man nature.” 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Joun Wauittirr. Summer Term. Ma- 
ry A. Eastman, Teacher. School continued 10 weeks. Wages per. 
month, including board, $18.00. Whole No. Scholars, 42. Average 
attendance, 31. ” [hatances of tardiness, 39. Dismissals, 23. Pupils 
not absent one half day, 8. No. daysnon-attendance, 585. Visits by 
citizens and others, 14. No. pupils made saat a study, 42. Spell- 
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ing, 42. Penmanship, 19. “cing fee 27. Grammar, 10. Geography, 
‘25. Composition, 2. Physiology, 1. 

This school, when visited, was quiet and good order maintained. 
The teacher appeared to ‘ule with a rod of kindness, which secured 
the love and respect of the pupils, yet they seemed to lack that inter- 
est in, and attention ‘to, their studies, which is desirable, and which 
must be excited before satisfactory improvement can be made. The 
recitations were of the routine order and dull; the answers of pupils 
were hesitating as from memory of what was in the text-books, not 
the prompt replies which proceed from a perfect knowledge of the sub - 
‘ject discussed. 

The ‘Winter Term was taught by D. Frank Fetiows. Leneth 
of school, 10 weeks. Wages per month, $27.00, including board.— 
‘Whole embuy of scholars, 8%. Average ditendaed! 22 5-6. “Instances 
of tardiness, 44. ‘Dismissals, 24. Number of pupils not absent one- 
half day, 1. Number of days non attendance, 517. Children in the 
District, not attending school, 1. ‘Visits by citizens and others, 21.— 
Number pupils made Reading a study, 82. Spelling, 32. Penman- 
ship, 24. Arithmetic, 29. Grammar, 16. Geography, 17, Compo- 
sition, 9. Physiology, 2. Other studies, 3 

Mr. Fellows was prompt and firm in discipline, and had a patience 
in not allowing the dull scholars to pass over any point till they fully 
understood. it, which fold with a decided effect on the progress of pu- 
pils; it might have been slow but it was certainly sure. The habits 
of study improved slightly this term, yet only a few of the pupils ap- 
pear to'have an ‘intimate acquaintance with their books. 

‘The school ‘in this District‘is rather difficult to manage, for two rea- 
sons, mainly ; first the scholars are more inclined to mischief and disord- 
er than their studies, the other, some of the parents, to all appearances, 
are more easily led to believe that they have a “ poor school,” and a 
worse teacher than the reverse. Now an unprejudiced person visiting 
the school would seldom agree with them, and if they should some- 
times happen to ‘be near the truth in their opinions, ‘by slurring and 
running down the school to each other and before their children. they 
only degrade it still lower. There must be an encouragement by pa- 
rents with both words and actions on the right side, if it is their hon- 
est desire to elevate the character of their district school. We meet 
with as bright ‘boys and girls ‘in this district as any where, and it only 
meeds the proper aid and discipline at home, as well as at school, to 
make as much out of them as can be made of any children.

Winter Term. C. Augustus Harry, teacher. Scoool eontini 
ed.11 weeks. Wages per month,.$17.00, including board. Whole 
number of scholars, "20. Ay erage attendance, 16. Attending less than 
two weeks, 14, and not classed as scholars. Instances of tardiness, 20. 
Dismissals, 23. . Number of days non-attendance, including the above 
14 pupils, 891. Visits by citizens and others, 18. Number of pupils 
who made. reading a.study, 20. . Spelling, 20. Penmanship, 16.— 
Arithmetic, 16. Grammar, 1. Geography, 15. 

Both schools were under the care of experienced teachers, of that 
class that. appear to take a delight ‘in teaching. ‘The happy smiling 
faces of the scholars seemed to say there was nothing but good will be- 
tween them and their teachers, and their ready answers that they 
were taught to think for themselves, not cramed with book knowledge. 
Considering the age of the pupils, the recitationsin Mental Arithme- 
tic, Grammar and Geography, during each term, could be praised a 
little, and still deserve more. 


j DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Joun B. Brown... There was.only a Sum- 
mer School taught by Avaustra S. Smrru,,which continued 14 weeks. 
Wages. per month, including board, $13.00... Whole number of schol- 
ars, he Average attendance, 10. Instances of tardiness, 97. Dis- 
missals, 10... Number of days non-attendance, 385. Visits by citizens 
and others, 9., Number of pupils who made reading a study, 15.—- 
Spelling, 15.—Peninanship, 5... Arithmetic, 5. Geography, 4 

The scholars i in. this school are young and few in number, which, 
combined with a short school; makes it compare in some respects, ra- 
ther unfavorably with the other. districts.. This was’the first school 
taught by Miss Smith ; and being a resident of the district, it might be 
feared that she would not sueceed.as well as stranger. Such fears, 
we are happy to state, proved groundless. The little children under 
her care made as pommendahye progress as any in town. 


A FEW HINTS. 


Lost time and money. By referring to the statistical account of the 
schools it will be seen that the whole amount of non-attendance of 
pupils during the past year, was 3741 days. ‘This would be equal to 
a school of 20 pupils (the average number in our schools,) constantly 
attending, and continuing 9 1- 3 months. The average wages paid to 
our teachers, was $18.74 i 7, including board.» This gave the moderate 
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sam of $174.96; an actual loss to those parents that neglect to keey~ 
their children in the scool-room. ! 

Much of the teacher’s time, which is the people’s money, is wasted 
by not having an ample supply of black-boards; there should be space 
for all in a class to be at work.at the same moment, otherwise there 
must be neglect of scholars by the teacher, or loss of valuable time.

seated—leaving two on the floor. Now if this was a neighbor’s barn, 
and he being fortunate enough to possess a brute or two more than he: 
had room for, we should soon hear the hammer and saw doing their 
duty, but as the reality is the school-room, and comfortable seats are 
to be made for their own children, it may answer a few years longer 
as it is, we suppose. Perhaps the district is waiting till the children 
_ grow up, when they will not need a place at the school-house. 

Some people are fond of reading the following long-eared lesson to- 
the teacher at the commencement of the school : 


‘« Keep order, sir, lay on the birch, 
And whip the District through, 

But, if you touch a child of mine, 
I will surely whip you /”’ 


This is very consoling to a poor trembling pedagogue !
